STt'XTS FOR STUTTERERS 


Stuttering can he overcome by training in jios- 


turo, proper breathing:, articulation, phonation and 
fluency in thinking. But first f all. ono who stut- 
ters should undergo a thorough physical examina- 
tion by the physician and have any defects, spec- 
ially defects of nose and throat, treated. 
Then he 


should enter upon a prolonged course of general 
physical training under a competent director, as in 
a TL. M. C. A. gymnasium class. 


Learn to think before you speak. That is. try 


to say to yourself first what you are about to say 
aloud. 


Always open your mouth and take a quick in- 


spiration through the mouth just before you speak. 
Practice this when you arc alone, reading or speak- 
ing. 
At the same time— u regular period of exer- 


cise night and morning is advisable — learn to lay 
in enough air while you are taking that preliminary 
quick inspiration through the open mouth to last 
you through a phrase or sentence. Many stutter- 
ers err in beginning speech when the chest is emp- 
ty or nearly empty, about the end of expiration. 
Then they go broke for wind before they reach the 
end of the phrase or sentence, ami the vocal en- 
gine commences missing. It is for this reason that 
training in singing under a strict, stern teacher, 
is beneficial for a stutterer. 


In all practice, lengthen and strengthen the 


vowels. Avoid the sing song or monotone in speak- 
ing. 
Practice reading rhymed verses or poetry 


aloud, to yourself or, better, to a .sympathetic list- 
ener, striving to acquire such inflection of voice 
that a listener in the next room may be unable 
to guess whether you are reading or conversing. 


Strive to keep your voice low, that is, soft, not 


harsh, musical, not loud. Never speak more loudly 
than is necessary to make yourself heard. 


Practice counting as far as you can on one 


breath, musically, distinctly, enunciating each num- 
ber clearly. 


Practice saying the alphabet as far as possible 


on one breath, with the voice always carefully 
modulated. 
Always stop and lay in some more 


wind before you run down completely. 


Practice singing scales and later old familiar songs 


or hymns while you are dressing and undressing 
night and morning. 


Let some one go over various pages of a book 


crossing out a word here and there. 
Then prat-- 


lice reading those pages aloud apd supplying words 
off hand to nil the gaps. 


Be especially careful to avoid sing song or mono- 


tone in reading aloud and in ordinary conversation. 
A stutterer may be able to sing what lie wishes to 
say when he can't say it. Let the conversational 
voice comprise many musical notes.

was the work of a maniac and not the 
Vnitcome of a political plot, it still can- 
not be held to be without political 
significance, as most American editors 
analyze the tragedy. Following as^it 
did immediately an inauguration at- 
tended by riotous outbreaks of nation- 
alist sentiment, it may well bo, as 
the NEW YORK TIMES expresses 
tho prevailing belief, 
"that 
violent 


party passions, beating upon a mind 
unbalanced, swept it into''the crime." 
In any event, the murder focuses at- 
tention on the cross-currents and an- 
tagonisms in Polish politics which in 
the opinion 
of American observers 


must be mitigated beToro tho Polish 
republic can bo assured any measure 
of stability or success. 


The BOSTON TRANSCRIPT 
finds 


"little reason to blame the Polish Na- 
tionalists, eitlfer directly or indirectly, 
for the 
assassination 
of 
President 


Narutowicz," for "it was clearly not 
a political assassination, in the sense 
in which the murder not long ago in 
Germany of Walter Rathenau most 
assuredly was." 
His election "caused 


discontent among the Nationalists," 
admittedly, 
but, the 
NEW YORK 


TRIBUNE points 
out, they 
had 


"nothing to gain by 
assassinating 


him, since tho Assembly which elected 
him would also elect his successor." 
Rather, the paper classes the killing 
of Narutowicz "with Czolgosz's mur- 
der of President McKinley." 


But in view of developments in Po- 


land since the creation of the republic, 
tho assassination of her first presi- 
dent "cannot be easily dismissed as 
the act of an irresponsible fanatic," as 
the BOSTON GLOBE sees it. And 
many editors believe that the feverish

of Irish Free State leaders "simple 
when compared with that which con-

TIMES, nnd "dismembered Poland is 
no exception to this rule." Tho pres-

Is Never New 


(From Discovery, London.) 


Dozens of great inventions of civil- 


ization were nearly perfected years 
before they came to fruitition. 
They 


needed some little thing—some simple 
idea, device, or 
method—but 
they 


needed it. so badly that they wouldn't 
work without it and their day came 
when some fortunate Investigator sup. 
plied* it. This finder of the final key 
usually ranks as the inventor. All 
he did was to fit Into, place the pfece 
in th« puzzle but he deserves the title 
and the honors, for his part of the 
work is what put the niachine into 
useful motion. 


Herbert W. Hodwill reminds us that 


the most sensational of recent 
tri- 


umphs of invention—the conquest of 
the air—wag long overdue. He writes: 


"Again and again a promising ad- 


vance has been brought to a halt by 
an osbstacle that seems almost trivial. 
It may be that generations or even 
centuries pass before there 
flashes 


into someone's mind the illuminating 
idea that enables this hindance to be 
surmounted. 


"This arrest of invention has been 


abundantly illustrated in the transit 
by land as well as by air. In view of 
the part that steam played in modern 
methods of transport, as well as in 
industry generally, one is amazed to 
learn that its use was anticipated 
early in the Christian era. In a treat- 
ise Written about A. D. 130, Hero of 
Alexandria describes a hollow spheri- 
cal vessel turning on an axis, which 
vessel was supplied with steam and 
driven by the reaction from escaping 
jets. 


"Yet the belief that there could be 


any mechanical value in the expan- 
sive power of steam seems to have 
slumbered through the ages not to 
awaken until the ' seventeenth 
cen- 


tury, when there began a series of 
experiments cluminating in 
Watt's 


famous invention of 1769. A crude 
anticipation of the modern 
railway 


existed near 
Newcastle-on-Tyne 
as 


long ago as 1676, when coals 
were 


conveyed from the mines to the river 
along parallel rails of timber. 


"The story of the various contriv- 


ances that 
prepared the way 
for 


George Stephenson's railway engine is 
familiar to all students of industrial 
history. 
The motor car of our own 


time certainly appears to be one of 
those inventions that 
should 
have 


come earlier, when one remembers the 
road locomotives of Oliver Evans in 
America and of Trevithick in Wales 
more than a century ago. 
Perhaps 


cvon the dei-olpment of steam navi- 
gation might have been expected soon- 
er, inasmuch as the ship's paddle is 
only an appliance of the familiar wa- 
ter wheel and the screw propoller an 
extension on the vanes o£ the wind- 
mill."

writes, nre the instances of long felay 
in the discovery of improvements in 
the arts that have to do with reading 
and writing.
